This is no time to burden you 

with a review of the condition of 
the Industrial departments of our 

schools, nor d<> I propose to present 
any elaborate scheme the adoption 

of which would do away with all 

the perplexing questions thereof ; 

bui l shall endeavor to show how 
much from study, experience, and 

observation, I have been convinced 
of the great value of manual train- 
ing as a means by which the pupils 

in our schools may be better pre 

pared mil only to make a living 

but t*i hold their own in life. 

For centuries the head was mad*' 

ihc main point of attaok in educa- 
tion. This tended in various ways 
)o bring about a bad state of at 
fairs. It not only handicapped 
labor bul brought it into contempt . 
Wise men began to see that I here 
was Something wrong. They 
found thai only the upper pari of 
the man was being educated, 
particularly his bead. So they set 
at)0llt to devise how the lower part, 

the hand, could be given a better 

chance, or, to stale flu 1 matter 
more fully, how education could be 
made to embrace the whole man 
his head, hand and heart. So they 
hit on manual training a Very 
excellent device as time has shown 
which is rapidly becoming a part 
of the courses of the public schools, 

not as a department, bm as a part 

of Ihc regular courses. This 
Covers the two main objects of a 
liberal education given by He 
schools ami colleges, which 1 con 
Oeive should be Io properly store, 
invigorate and train the mind to 

use all Its powers and resources to 
tin' best advantage) and to discover 

Its natural aptitudes. The teach- 
ing of specialties properly belongs 
tothe professionals and technical 

schools. 

Manual training consists, as you 
know, of the care of tools anil a 
great variety of exercises in wood, 
iron, and machine (and construe 
lion) work for boys ; and needle 

work, cooking, ami other domestic 

duties for girls, to go along With 
(he usual or an altered literary 
course. The first part of manual 
training begins in the kindergarten 
and is carried all through the 

school courses, ending with the 

high SChooL Who can doubt the 
great usefulness of such a training 
of Ih*' head ami the hand together, 
as Hi*' pupil advances from one 
course lo another through all the 
years of his or her school life f 

fti the manual work of the boys, 

the hammer, saw ami square, may 

be called the three Ks j in I he 
sewing of the glrlS, the needle, 
scissors and measuring tape : and 
in their cooking, boiling, stewin;- 
tint baking, all Of which cone 

spond in importance to the three Rs 
of the literary course. A mastery 

of what these nine Ks involve 

is of as much consequence to our 

boys anil girls, so far as theii 
welfare in lit'*' is concerned, si 

the mastery of the III Ice Rs III 

the literarj course At the same 

tune thej ning skill in the 

use of their hands ami tools, in a 
hundred ways they are also aoquir 
ing both know ledge and I 
being required to learn the nature 

of the materials they handle, to 

asurc, draw, draft, Weigh, and 

compare, ami so their minds arc 

developed, strengthened, and 
broadened, and last, but not least, 

things ire made lo appear in their 

proper light and relations, thus 

lng Hi*' theoretical and ihc 

practical side "i existence into 

more perfect hai iiiony, a misap 
prehension of which has been the 

shipwreck of all too man] 

As io i he i inic required for such 

courses as above mentioned, I 

should say, if they are properly 
carried out, it, will take iiv e or six 
years, possibly longer, lo complete 
them. As to the conditions, in the 
first plane they mnst be thorough; 

second, outside work should no 

more Interfere with their progress 

than it is allowed to with Hie 
literary work ; ami third, no tin 
ancial return should be expected 
from I hi' work done 

In view of Ihc i tots, I 



therefore place the highest value 
on manual training as a means ot 
getting our boys ami girls ready 

for their industrial careers, for the 
following reasons: It is rational, 

because it begins at the start just 

as is done in the literary course ; ii 
has the great advantage of breadth 
and variety ; it gives the average 
boy and girl a more thorough 
training, and as the great bulk of 
til*' world's work is done by the 
average man and woman, the 

world will be better for if; it en- 
ables pupils to belter adapt them- 
selves to ('hanging circumstances 
when they leave school ; il reveals 
that for Which they are besl fitted, 
and to know thai is half the 
success in any calling; il greatly 
increases Individual usefulness ; it 
will give (to my mind) a better 
training than our pupils are now 
receiving under the present sys- 
tem ; it allows great diversity in 
the training of t he hand, w hich is 
far better than (o narrow down its 

skill to any single line of work 

during the greater part of a boy or 
girl's school life ; it is oeonionical, 
since teachers are being trained to 

leach both the manual anil literary 
courses; and lastly, manual t rain 

ing graduates, without anj special 

preparation. taki- their place 
alongside old hands in thi' trades 
and generally gel excellent wages. 
I will now close with a few vvords 
on the (celling of trades. Foi 

fitly years this question of trad* 

leaching has perplexed I lie head.- 

of our schools, li has never yd 

been settled wilh satisfaction, and 

iii all probability never will. 

I think the great trouble has 

been in attempting to teach too 
many trades instead of their 
mechanical principles, which is Hi*' 

very thing that manual training 
aims to ;u complish. Industrial 
and trade schools aside, there does 
not seem to be much of a tendency 
these days lo trade teaching ill the 
schools. It is just the oilier way 
/.*., more thorough all-round train 
ing, which will enable the young 
man ami woman of the future to 

meet the emergencies «>f life in 
whatever form they may come, it 

I am not seriously mistaken, the 

legality of trade leaching in the 

schools has even been questioned. 

The great variety and excellence 
of the work done in wood anil iron, 
including machine work, by the 
manual training schools of Chicago, 
was a great surprise lo me. The 

superintendent of one of the lead- 
ing BChObIS as much as said to mo, 
" It is all there," When 1 asked 
him what he thought of teaching a 

trade : ami surely il looked like it. 
A former foreman of the shoe- 
shop in one of our schools, recent- 
ly told me that out of seventy-three 

boys who had worked under him, 

only about live mini*! a living out 

of shoeiiiaking. 

This is but a single instance, 
which goes to show how few follow 
Up in lit'*' th" trade they worked at 
while in school. Many doubt if a 
trade can be .successfully taught 
away from its environments; and. 
in proof of this, 1 know that the 

shops are often blamed by pupils 

after they leave school, for not do- 
ing what it was hardly possible for 
them to do. 

in regard to shoemaking, I would 

est the a* dition of a course in 
leather work to the manual work ot 
the boys, and the introduction of 

the factory system, so that, after 

leaving school, all who desire maj 

be prepared to do repairing, 01 

start on elementary work in the 
leather line, or enter the shoe fac- 
tories. 

printing will always be car 
ried on In OUT schools, it will find 
plenty of adherents among both 

boys and girls, as their capabilities 
are developed in the earlier stages 
of the manual work. 

In these closing remarks, 1 do 

not wish to be Understood as dis- 
couraging trade teaching fin her 

than the natuie of the case w ill 

justify, but as advocating what I 

sincerely believe lo be somethin; 
better for the larger part of the 
school life of our bovs and girls ; 
for 1 hold that, where one has ac- 
quired a good knowledge of mate- 
rials and dexterity in the handlim 
Of both material and tools, there i- 
little more lo master in a trade 
Ihan accuracy, rapidity, and the 

tricks that belong t" it.
